advantages. This year it is hoped that the results will be widely different, 


as the m erchants themselves are at the helm.

power in promoting industry in the city and tributary territory.

brings very little business to the m erchants; its influences on trade are in­ 
direct, while those of the street carnival are acute.

fair, leaving the city for the fairgrounds in the morning before the stores 
are active and returning in the evening after the mercantile day is closed.

all day, bringing them in constant contact with the stores and business 


institutions during the period of active merchandizing. The fair 
gives 


the m erchants the feathers, the carnival gives them the chicken. 


N or is the carnival less potent than the fair as an advertiser. It will 
be heralded abroad, and will put “La Crosse” in the columns of 
every 
newspaper in the northwest. It is not necessary that one of these events 


detract a particle from the profits or value of the other. By all means let 
us have the carnival.

H e will be 


entitled to one in heaven, if we may judge from the consideration shown 


him by some earthly agents and guardians of that blessed place.”
